The net earnings of 
the corporation were $91,847,711; a de- 
crease of $69,116,963 from the year of 1907. 
The report shows that $16,965,181 was 
appropriated for depreciation, replace- 
ment and extinguisliment funds, togeth- 
er with sinking runds on bonds of sub- 
sidiary companies, which is a decrease 
of $10,754,565 from 1907. The interest on 
bonds outstanding and sinking funds of 
the corporation was $29,247,851, an in- 
crease of $1,250,001 over the previous 
year.

MONTREAL, March 17.—A locomotive, 
tender and baggage car attached to a 
passenger train on the Boston & Maine 
Railroad crashed into the ladies’ wait- 
ing room of the Windsor station here 
this morning.

THE CASE OF WILLIAM B KS. 

As the case of William Brooks in the United 
States Circuit Court at Danville, Ill., is tele- 
graphed to the Post-Dispatch, it ranks high ‘n 
importance. When William Brooks wished to 
become an American citizen, the Court, after 
finding him fit on other tests, happened to think 
of a final test. 

Asked twice which he would choose if forced 
to choose between his own union and the laws 
of the American Union, Brooks answered twice, 
deliberately and candidly, that he would choose 
his own union. The Court then pronounced him 
unfit for American citizenship. 

‘At Indianapolis very recently an American citi- 
zen, born to citizenship, met the same test in an- 
other way. Forced to choose between- the inter- 
ests of his “union” political combmation, or party, 
and the laws of the American Union, he chose the 
laws. His salary and his office as United States 
District Attorney were the forfeit of his choice. 
Still, he chose the laws, which guarantee free 
speech and a free press. His “union” has put an- 
other man in his place. What will the other man 
do on this test of his fitness for American citizen- 
ship, as it is proposed from the bench of the 
United States Circuit Court at Danville, in the 
case of William Brooks? How many others in Fed- 
eral office are prepared to meet the same test?

EQUALIZE THE TAXES. 

In his message on the necessity of providing 
additional revenue for the State, Gov. Hadley 
warns the Legislature that the Federal Goveri- 
ment will appropriate the tax on 
which he thinks properly belongs to the State, jf 
the states do not exercise its taxing power upon 
them. The warning is emphasized by the evidence 
in his two messages that President Taft intends 
to press the subject of inheritance taxation on 
the attention of Congress. There is good ground 
for Gov. Hadley’s opinion that the inheritance 
tax should be levied by the State, because in- 
heritances are protected, devised and administered 
under the laws of the State, which performs a 
definite, valuable service in connection with them. 

The principle upon which the Governor recom- 
mends a corporation tax is sound. There is no 
objection to charging corporations for their char- 
ter privilege, but at present the proposed tax is a 
makeshift to supply the deficiency created by the 
failure. to enforce impartially the existing tax 
laws. So are the other special tax recommenda- 
tions. 

The best part of the Governor’s message relates 
to efforts to have a full return and just assess- 
ment of real and personal property now subject 
to taxation. If this were done, if the Board of 
Equalization would do its duty in the equalizing 
of. assessments on real.property, there would be 
no deficiency in the State’s revenue.

Congress keeps 
right on as if there was no such thing 
as inadequate revenues. In all three 
countries big military and naval appro- 
priations are largely responsible for the 
excess of expenditures, though in neith- 
er Great <r'tain nor Germany is the 
proportion of the taxpayers’ money de- 
voted to fleets, pensions, and armies as 
great as in- our own.

Joined Butler Forces. 

Koeln began his political career as a 
member of the House of Delegates from 
_ the Eleventh Ward. He was elected in 
April, 1901, receiving 1818 votes to 1597 

cast for his Democratic opponent. 

_ He was defeated for re-election in 1903, 
when he received only 837 votes out 
of 2767 cast-in the ward. His Demo- 


cratic opponent, E. J. O'Neill, received’ 


1628 votes. Koeln was defeated in his 
own precinct by 233 votes. 

-Koeln’s record in the House of Dele- 
gates was responsible for his loss of 


after his election to the House of Del- 
egates, was to attend a meeting of 
members-elect at* the Hotel Rozier. 
This meeting was called by Edward 
Butler, whe had long been the legis- 
Intive agefit of public service corpor- 
ations, 

+ The preceding gombine had 19 mem- 
bers. Butlef controlled that.* That 
combine passed the City Lighting Bill 
for $47,500, and demanded $75,000 for 
ithe nassage of the Suburban fran- 
chise bill. Koeln succeeded Louis 
Decker in the House of Delegates 
from the Eleventh Ward. Decker was 
sent to the Penitentiary last week 
for the Suburban bribery. 


Organization of New Combine. 

The changes in the House thus made 
it necessary to organize a new com- 
bine. Butler sat at the head of the 
table at the Rozier Hotel meeting, and 
John J. (Silver) Burke at the opposite 
end. Koeln was admitted into the 
combine at this meeting, and here it 
was agreed, under Butler's df@tation, 
to elect James H. Cronin, Democrat, 
Speaker of the House of Delegates, 
and John P. Sweeney, also Democrat, 
speaker pro tem. 

Cronin was a relative by marriage 
of Col. Butler, his sister being now 
the widow, then the wife, of Jack 
Butler, the Colonel’s son. Sweeney 
was also an adherent of the Butler 
organization. Koelm was elected as a 
Republican, but he loyally kept the 
combine pledge, and when the House 
of Delegates met for organization 
April 6, he deserted his party and 
voted for the Butler candidates for 
Speaker and Speaker pro tem. 

The combine of which Koeln, by his 
own voluntary action became an in- 
tegral part, included Charles J. Den- 
ny, Harry Faulkner and Jeremiah

Koeln had been in his new com- 
pany less than a week when a second 
important matter involving his party 
came before him for official action. 
In this instance, as in the preceding 
one, he deserted his party and showed 
his allegiance to the Butler combine 
by voting to oust two Republicans 
from the House and seat two Demo- 
crate—both Butler men, 

The original returns to the Election 
Commissioners’ office showed that John 
R. Fontana, Butler Democrat, and 
Harry W. McChesney, Reublican, had 
each received 1531 votes for the House 
of Delegates in the Twenty-second 
Ward. The returns from the Twenty- 
fourth Ward gave William G. Buech- 
ner, Republican, a majority of five votes 
over Thomas J. Buckley, Democrat, 
and the Election Commissioners issued 
to him the _ certificate of election. 
Buckley and Fontana filed contests. 


ing of April 6 and that of April 9 it 
was charged that the returns in the 
Election Commissioners’ office had been 
changed so as to give the two Demo- 
crats a majority. A special committee 
composed of John J. Burke, John P. 
Sweeney and Charles (Cap) Troll was 
appointed to report on the contests. 

The Board of Election Commission- 
ers investigated the charges of forgery 
in the returns. After an examénation 
of the judges and clerks of election, the 
Board found the original returns to be 
correct. But the combine decided ‘to 
make short work of the candidates 
whose seats were contested, and with- 
out waiting for further investigation 
the special committee, on the strength 
of a report issued by the secretary of 
the Election Board on the basis of the 
changed returns, declared that Fon- 
tana had received 1037 votes, enough to 
elect him, and that Buckley had _ re- 
ceived 1835 votes to 1827 for Buechner. 

Although the Board of Election 
Commissioners insisted upon the cor- 
rectness of the original returns, the 
House combine voted for the adop- 
tion ofthe committee’s report ousting 
the two Republicans and giving their 
seats to the Democrats. Koeln voted 
with the combine, and his vote aided 
im depriving his own party of two 
seats im the House. He was then a 
saloon keeper. 

Cronin resigned as. Speaker of the 
House of = Delegates Nov. “45, 1901. 
Cnarles F. Kelley, who escaped from 
the grand jury room in 1902 and fled 
to Europe and thereby prevented a 
millionaire bribe giver or two from 
being indicted, was elected Speaker 
without opposition, Koelm voting with 
other members for him. 

When the House was reorganized 
for the session of 1902 Koeln aspired 
for the speakership. A combination 
was finally made by which John R. 
Fontana was elected Speaker and 
Koeln Speaker pro tem. The Demo- 
cratic members of the combine, in- 
cluding Speaker Fontana, voted for 
Koeln. , 

Early in his official career Koeln 
had a splendid opportunity to show 
whether he would stand for the in- 
terests of the people or with the 
combine. The stréet railway question 
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Howard, a combine member, acting as 
chairman, reported the bill unfavor- 
ably, but Gustav H. Oberbeck, a 
minority member, recommended its 
passage. The Oberbeck minority re- 
port was defeated by a vote of 18 to 8. 
Koelm’s vote again being recorded 
against the measure calculated to 
give the city an adequate street car 
service. 

In the face of the second defeat by 
the combine Mr. Oberbeck reintro- 
duced the bill Aug. 29.. Charles (Cap) 
Troll, who made his headquarters in 
Koeln’s saloon for years, moved that 
it be rejected. Koeln voted in favor 
of “Cap” Troll’'s motion, but as only 
11 members of the combine were pres- 
ent it was defeated. The bill was 
then referred % the Committee on 
Legislation, of which Koeln was a 
member, ranking next to the chair- 
man. 

The bill was held up by the Koeln 
committee from August to the follow- 
ing February. It was then forced out 
under stress of public clamor. 

The bill was again placed upon its 


passage March 13, 10083, and again 
Koeln voted with the combine to de- 
feat it. 

In the meantime matters had been 
made decidedly interesting for Koeln 
in his ward. He was a candidate for 
re-election. A mass meeting of Ca- 
rondelet citizens was called at Ger- 
mania Turner Hall to ascertain why 
the street car bill had not been passed. 
Koeln was invited to be present. 


Denounced in His Own Ward. 


William T. Smith, president of the 
Carpenters and Joiners’ Union, .pre- 
sided at the meeting. Many business 
men, as well as artisans, were pres- 
ent. Koeln was asked to explain his 
stand. He declared he was in fayor 
oif the bill, but had voted against it be- 
cause he preferred another bill. The 
record of his vote on the bill he said 
he favored was produced at the meet- 
ing amd it showed he voted against it. 

Not being able to give a satisfac- 
tory explanation of his attitude on 
the street car bill, qa resolution de-

meyer, Alexander Bourg, Charlies 
Sachse, Charles Troll, Joseph Schell and 
Herman Gevers; for the House of Dele- 
gates.

Howe and Stifel formed a secret com- 
bination with the Kratzs in South St. 
Louis to deliver to them certain wards 





in return for two nominations on the 


Council ticket. The Kratzs had a still 
more secret understanding with the 
Koeln wing, and when Howe had de- 
livered the Council aominations, they 
went to Koeln and aided him in the 
nomination of a House of Delegates 
ucket, characterized by Howe as the 
*“‘worst ever.’’ :

Koeln persistently voted against the 
bills designed to relieve the almost 
intolerable street car conditions, or 
was absent when importast resolu- 
tions came up for adoption. - : 

A resolution to create a public griev- 
ance committee to hear .complaints 
against the street railway companies 
and recommend legislation for the cor- 
rection of the abuses was adopted by 
House of Delegates, Aug. 9, 1901. 
Koeln was absent when this resolution 
was adopted. He was again absent Dec. 
14, 1901, when a resolution notifying the 
St. Louls Transit Co. and the St. Louis 
& Suburban Railway Co. that unless 
they, within 30 days, improved the ac- 
commodations for handling passengers, 
steps would be taken by the Municipal 
Assembly to compel an increase in the 
frequency of the trips made by the 
cars, a reduction of the speed, and also 
a reduction of the fares charged for 
persons unable to get seats. 

Council bill No. 70, aimed at the street 
railway corpofations, reached the House 
of Delegates July 11, 1902. It had been 
passed by the Council and provided for 
the regulation of street railway traffic. 

South St. Louis, and particularly Ca- 
rondelet, represented by ‘Koeln, was 
demanding better street car facilities. 
The World's Fair was then in process 
of construction, and many of the skilled 
workmen lived in the extreme southern 
section of the city. 

They complained that the street car 
facilities were inadequate and that they 
had great difficulty in“ getting from 
their homes to the Fair Grounds. Part 
of the cars only on the Broadway line 
were operated to Carondelet, and these 
at irregular intervals. There was some 
difficulty, too, about transfers. 


Voted With the Combine. 


The Council bill wag designed to af- 
ford relief from these and the other 
conditions complained of. The Rail- 
roads Committee, of which James T. 
Brennan of the Twenty-sixth Ward, 
member of the present House combine 
and candidate for re-election. was 
chairman, reported the bill unfavor- 
ably Aug. 1, 1902. Koeln voted with 15 
other members ef the combine to sus- 
taim the report of the co ttee. 

The same bill was reintroduced in 
the House of Delegates as House bitt 
No. 120 at the meeting of Aug. 5. At 
this same meeting a resolution de- 
claring that the defeat of the Council 





Koeln was repudiated by an over- 
whelming majority in the April elec- 
tion. His conduct in the House of 
Delegates caused his popularity te 
suffer to the extent of almost 1000 
votes. Edward J. O'Neill, Democrat, 
was elected by. 691 majority over 
Koeln in g ward which had been heav. 
ily Republican for years. Koeln re- 
ceived but 8387 votes, where two 
years ago he had receivefi 1818. He 
was defeated in his own precinct by 
233 votes. 

In the last extremity, to save him-

Senator Declares He Will 
Keep Up Fight for Muni- 
cipal Tribunals. | 





State Senator Charles F. Krone, who 
is in St, Louis Wednesday, says that 
since the Senate Committee on Judi- 
ciary has rejected the municipal courts 
bill he will recast it and endeavor to 
have it passed. 

“The bill as it is drawn is constitu- 
tional,” he said Wednesday to a re- 
porter for the Post-Dispatch, “but it 
may be well enough to remodel it to 
remove éven the possibility of criticism. 
The argument that the Constitution 
makes no provision for such a court 
is idle. 

“T am going to redraft the bill and 
some of its amendments, for if the bill 
is defective it should be amended but 


not killed. 


PUBLIC MISFORTUNE TO KILL 
COURT BILL, ASSERTS JUDSON 


In Letter to Senator Humphrey, He 
Denies Not Reading Measure 
Carefully. 


F. N. Judson has addressed the fol- 
lowing letter to Senator George W. 
Humphrey relating to the municipal 
courts bill which was killed by the 
Judiciary Committee of the State Sen- 
ate: 








MARCH 16, 1909. 
George W. Humphrey, Senate 
Chamber, Jefferson City, Mo.—Dear 
Senator: I note in the Post-Dis- 


patch of this evening that you are re- 
ported as saying that ‘myself with oth- 
er champions of the municipal courts 
bill would not have favored it if they 
had read its provisions carefully, and 
that I had admitted to the committee 
I do 
no. want the committee to think that 
I would appear before such A body and 
advocate a measure which I had not 
examined and which I did not fully ap- 
prove. I had not only read the bill care- 
fully, but I had the pleasure of hearing 
the chief Judge of the Chicago court 
explain the practical working of the bill, 
which has proven such a success in that 
city, and from which this bill was in 
the main taken. 


‘‘Hon. 


“IT understood that there are only two- 


constitutional objections made, and 
these I fully discussed in my letter to 
Senator Fields, in which Mr. Lehmann, 
president of the American Bar Asso- 
ciation, concurred. I must confess that 
it is to me a new constitutional doc- 
trine, that it is obligatory on the Gen- 
eral Assembly to continue the system 
of justices of the peace in the city of 
St. Louis. Even if that were true, how- 
ever, it would not prevent the General 
Assembly from establishing ‘a court 
which would embody what I conceive 
is the most important principle of ex- 
tending to the poorest and humbliest 
citizen the same guarantee of intelli- 
gence and knowledge of the law in the 
determination of his rights as is af- 
forded to the wealthy and the strong. 

“The provisions in the bill for the 
avoidance of technicalities and the se- 
curing of prompt and speedy determina- 
tions of all controversies are to me its 
strongest merits. Thus the provision 
that the Court should make its own 
rules of procedure is one of the very 
best provisions in the bill, and it is on 
this principle that the high courts of 
justice in England are now conducted. 

“It was expected, of course, that any 
such reform as this would meet with 
opposition, but I should consider it a 
great public misfortune if the General 
Assembly fails to enact this measure 
Son bringing justice home .to the peo- 
ple. ,

PREJUDICE HURT 
HS REPUTATION

says he will fight sim Jeffries—and 
more than that, whip him—one must 
feel that he means every word he says. 
He does not speak boastfully or with 
any display of ill-feeling. He does not 
speak as from a well-rehearsed page 
of lines or with any evident attempt at 
making an impression. He _ simply 
throws such a lot of earnestness and 
eagerness into his remarks that he 
overcomes at once any impression one 
might have that the black man’s talk 
has a false ring.
